A H i'mI-Oii Collision on ihf T.rhigli \ alley 
Itoud wt lioundbrook, X. J— Many 
Persons With Injured. 



Washington, Jan. 10. — Pope Leo 
XIII favors the occupation anil control 
of the Philippines by the United 
States, and all the power and influence 
of the Vatican will be invoked umong 
the representatives of the church in 
this country to expedite the ratification 
of the peace treaty. 

This information comes directly from 
Rome to one of the most trusted friend* 
of the Catholic church in this country, 
whom I met in the capitol Monday. 

When the question of American sov- 
ereignty in the Philippines was first 
suggested the European representa- 
tives of the Catholic church did not 
look with favor upon American con- 
trol in those islands. That feeling 
has been wiped out by the provision 
in the peace treaty which provides foi 
the free exercise of religion in the 
Philippines, as in Cuba and Pucrtc 
Rico. The treaty also contains a guar- 
antee that the property in these island* 
belonging to the church shall not bt 
taken from it by the United State* 
government. 



Nkw Yoiik, Jan. 10. — Ilya head-on 
collision between tnvo passenger trains 
on tile Lehigh Valley at West Dunel- 
len. X. J., at 12:47 p. in. Monday, 13 
persons are dead and over ‘25 were in- 
jured. 

West Punellcn is three miles from 
lioundbrook and about !>0 miles from 
New York city. At the spot where the 
accident occurred there is a sharp 
curve in the Lehigh Valley tracks 
and a steep cutting, but the ac- 
cident was due in the first place to 
seme terrible mistake , in train or- 
ders, and in the second place to 
another accident that occurred ut 
lioundbrook earlier in the day. The 
scenes that accompanied the collision, 
the sufferings of injured and the panic 
that reigned antong the four hundred 
passengers, were well-nigh indescriba- 
ble. The blood-stained wreck of tan*- 
gled and twisted iron and wood that 
was still on the railroad tracks Monday 
night bore witness to the truth of the 
general verdict of railroad men that 
this was one of the worst collisions in 
recent years. 

Train No. 30 which left Shamokin. 
Pa., at 7 a. in., was so heavy with hu- 
man freight that it had to be brokepi 
into three section. The first two sec- 
tions arrived at lioundbrook. switched 
over to the other track, switched 'bade 
at Newmarket and readied New York 
in safety. The tail'd section of tills 
train was almost an hour late. Its 
seven cars were crowded witli 400 ex- 
cursionists, most of them from Mount 
Carmel and Shamokin, Malianoy City, 
ila/.elton, Ashland and Pottsvillc, Pa. 

Their train switched over at liound- 
brook and proceeded, like the preeed-, 
ing sections, on the westbound track. 
Meanwhile there had been waiting pt, 
Newmarket a local train that plies’ 
regularly between New York and 
lioundbrook.

— Seventy miners 
and citizens charged with rioting were 
arraigned in court Monday. .States 
Attorney Humphreys nollied 50 of the 
cases, while 11 pleaded guilty and were 
given sentences. The trial of Mine 
Operators Orville and Maxwell Pen- 
well. for inciting riot will take place 
Tuesday. Over 50 witnesses have been 
summoned.

They saw the local as it started on the 
curve. With shrieking whistle and, 
brakes grinding sparks from the 
wheels the excursion train bore down 
to what setracd eertuin destruction. 
The passengers, alarmed at the con- 
tinued whistle, opened the win- 
dows; mothers snatched their 
children in their arms; men 
started from their seats, but 
before they had time to find out what 
was the matter they were hurled head-! 
long, knocked senseless and many 
killed outright. The two engines,' 
from which both crews had jumped, 
eatne together with an awful crash. 
Tlie excursion train was probably go- 
ing at about 15 miles an hour. The 
local engine, as if tripped in its 
faster (light, turned a complete somer- 
sault and came crashing down beside 
its now demolished obstruction. Hut 
its career was not ended before it had 
jammed tlie tender of the excursion 
train almost from one end to the other 
of the first ear from Slinmokin. 

Tlie tender stopped a few seats from 
the rear door. The car or what was 
left of it. rolled over, carrying with it 
the imbedded tender, tlie fragments of 
a dozen bodies and tile imprisoned 
wounded, who had been carried with 
the jagged iron on its relentless course 
through tlie couch. 

It was in the first ear of tlie excur- 
sion train that all tlie deaths anil most 
of the casualties occurred. The other 
curs, though their occupants were bad- 
ly shaken, stayed on the track and 
were in condition to be hauled off. 
The baggage ear in front of the local 
train was rather badly smashed up. 

The Herald Tuesday morning says 
that five of those wounded in tlie Le- 
high railroad collision at Dunellcn, 
N. J., died during tlie night, making 
tlie total dead IN.
